Not 
touch it, Doctor ! replies the Gentle- 
man: Why, if my Grave were on 
this Hand, and that Pot of Ale on 
the other, I would drink it, were 
I fure of being thrown into my 
Grave next Moment. 

This, my Lords, is a fingle In- 
ftance of the perverfe Will of fome 
People; but the whole Country of 
Ireland, at \eaft the common People 
there, may be brought as an Inftance 
of the fame Kind: They have in 
that Country a Spirituous Liquor cal- 
led Sheepey, which by many Experi- 
ments has been found to be perfect 
Poifon ; for which Reafon ftri¢t Laws 
have been enacted againft it, and fe- 
vere Punifhments inflicted upon thofe 
that diftil or retail it; yet as it in- 
toxicates, and may be had cheap, tho’ 
the People know how pernicious it 
is, they will drink it, and in fpite 
of all the Government can do, they 
fall upon Ways and Means to get it.

boul tacm, and, therefore, may pro- 
perly 
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erly enough be compared to Remifh 
Peagents, who, after committing the 
moft atrocious Crimes, think they 
have made fufficient Atonement,

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both fallacious. His Reafons for be-

were beheld a Parcel of more mifer- 
able Objects; there are not above 
fifteen of us healthy, (if People may 
be call’d healthy that are fcarce able 


I am reckond at prefent 
one of the ftrongelt Men in the Boat, 
yet can hardly ftand on my Legs ten 
Minutes together, nor even that fhort 
Space of Time without holding: 
Every Man of us hath had a new 
Coat of Skin from Head to Foot: 
We that are in the beft State of 
Health do all we can to encourage 
the reft. At Four this Afternoon we 
were almoft tranfported with Joy at 
the Sight of Land (having feen no 
Land for 14 Days before) the Ex- 
treams of which bore N.W. about 
7 Leagues; we ran in with it, and 
at Eight anchor’d in 8 Fathom; fine 
Sand about a League from the Shore; 
the Northmoft Point bore about N.E. 
the Southmoft Point about S.W. by 
S. This Day perifh’d for want of 
Food Serjeant Ringadll. 

Monday the 11th. At Four this 
Morning weigh’d, and came to fail, 
fteering along Shore N.E. by E. This 
is a pleafant and delightful Céuntry 
to fail by; we kept within a Mile 
of the Shore; we faw Horfes and 
large Dogs in great Numbers, the 


} ife Mr. Thomas Harvey, the Pur- E Shore being perfeétly cover’d with 


them. At Noon I had a good Ob- 
fervation in the Latitude of 38: 40S. 
At the fame Time faw a Head-land, 
which I take for Cape St. Andrew's ; 
it is a long fandy Point, very low, 
where a Shoal runs off S. E. about 
3 Leagues; founded, and had but 
two Fathom and Half at High-water. 
When we got clear of this, we fteer’d 
N.E. into a fandy Bay, and anchor’d 
there in three Fathom and Half, fine 
Sand ; the North Point bore N.N.W. 
the South Point S. E. by E. Here 
is a great Swell, and Shoal Water. 

This Bay we call Shoa/water-Bay. 
Tuefday the 12th.. Having, nothing 
on Be the Veflel to.eat, and but 
D2 one 
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one Cafk of Water to drink, we put 
her in as nigh as we could venture ; 
{o that any Perfon, who had the leaft 
Skill in fwimming, might get afhore: 
Here runs a pretty large Surf, which 
may endanger our Veffel; this puts 
us to a Stand: To go frem hence 
without Meat or Drink is certain 
Death. A few of the healthieft were 
refolv’'d to fwim on Shore, to get 
Water and Provifions; the Officers, 
wiz. the Boatfwain, Carpenter, and 
Lieut. E——rs, to animate the reft, 


firit leap’d into the Water; 11 of 


the People follow’d them; in this 
Attempt one of the Maripes was un- 
fortunately drown’d: We tofs’d over- 
board four Quarter-Catks to fill with 
Water ; lafhing to the Cafk two Fire- 
locks on each Side, with Ammuni- 
tion for Shooting. When the Officers 
and People got on Shere, they faw 
Thoufands of Horfes and Dogs; the 
Dogs are of a mongrel Breed, and 
very large. They alfo faw Abun- 
dance of Parrots and Seals on the

C Thing elfe fell to chewing the Seal- 
fkin. 

Wednefday the 13th. At Six this 
Morning the Boatfwain fhot a Horfe, 
and the People a wild Dog. The

Horfe-Dung, and fhot a great many 
Seal, which they cut up in Quarters 
to bring aboard. One of the Water 
Cafks being leaky, they cut it up, 
and converted it into Fuel to drefs 
the Seal.

T HE famous Duke de Rochefoucaut, a- 
mong many others, was of Opinion, 
that Se/f.Lowe or Iivtercff is the true Motive 
of all our Aétions.

Caution he gives tis, in judging of the Ru/ing 
GLP a fficn of other Men, is, that we fhould not 
inittake fecond Caufes for fir ft, the Veans fot 
he End ; an Error the wileft. may fall into, 
muft infert a few more of his Verfes. 
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When Catiline by rapine fwell’d his flore, 
When Cxlar made a noble dame a whore, 
In this the luff, and that the avarice, 
Werc means, not ends; amition was the vices 
That very Cefar, born in Scipio's days, 
Had aim’ d, like bim, by choftity, at paife: 
Lucullus, when frugatity could charm, 
Had roafted turnips in the Sabine farm. 
In vain th’ obferwer eyes the builde-’s toil, 
But guite miftakes the fe ffela for the pile. 
Happy it is when this Ruling Poffon is 
turned towards Points of real Advantage to 
the Community, when the Lucuwllus’s and 
Ca/ars of a People fee one common Intereft 
between them and their Fellow Citizens. 
But where 2/raéted Se/f,or the Gratification 
of any low fordid Appetite is the ultimate 
View of thofe in Power, miferable muft be 
the Condition of all beneath, in Proportion 
as they are poffefs'd of any Share of the fa- 
wourite Morjel, Tf this Vorfel be Power, no 
Means will be omitted to monopolize it ; if 
Riches, great Property alone fhall be a capi- 
tal Crime; if Senfualtty, it will be a futfi- 
cient Misfortune to have a Sifter, a Daugh- 
ter, or even a Wifeof fuperior Beauty ; if 
Increafe of Territory, the natural Advantage 
of Situation, that fhould entitle to a power- 
ful ProteGion, will always deprive of a Pros 
tector; i! a// united, Havock, Devaitation, and 
Defpair attend the Steps of this Mon/ler of 
Nature, this worthlefs Favourite of Fortune. 
It may be of Ufe to enquire a little why 
the Rulirg Pajjion, in great Perfons efpeci- 
ally, is fo very apt to take a wrong Direc- 
tion, that can never procure cither Satisfac- 
tion to itfelf, or Eafe to any other affected 
by it; and this too notwithitanding it is 
ever true in Faét, that the natural and folid 
Intereft of the Governors and Governed 
muit be the fame in every Community. 
Now here feems to lie the great Point in 
moft Cafes. The original Defign of Govern- 
ment appears to have been in general forgot, 
arid the Notion of Mil/rons being opp: effed 
for the Pleafure of One, has fupplanted that 
of One being exalted for the Service of M:/- 
liens. Kings, inftead of looking on them< 
felves as Heads and Fathers of a Society, 
whom they are in Duty to proteét and che- 
tith, confider their Elev tion as a Mark of 
natural, not mercly pa!:tical Pr: eminence, and 
thus grow up, in their own Opinion, into 
Individuals of another Species. That glo- 
riousRuding Paffion for the publeck Gaod, which 
firft diftinguithed and raifed their Anceftors 
in all free Communities, is dwindled into a 
little felfith Appetite, that would ill become a 
Merchant of Reputation: For the Merchant, 
tho’ he profeffedly makes private Inter the 
great End of his Negotiations, is ever rifking 
the prefent to procure a future, and there- 
fore may honcurably own his whole Purpofes° 
Whereas in the other Cafe nothing is done, 
Ez but 
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but what the People perhaps had rather were 
undorie ; nothing is hazarded but the pub- 
lick Love, and that is manifeftly ce pifed. 

Were not this Praétice equally abfurd as 
it is unjuit, we fhould have no Occafion to 
wonder at it; betaufe a Man of great Pow- 
er, who L.ves only for /im/c/f, muft Be fup- 
pofed to facr fice every other [ntereft to that 
Neif: But when even that S- f-Intercf ap- 
pears not to have been underiteod, and yet 
that fomerding in lieu of it has been greedily 
purfued, in ‘Contr.diction to emnon Senfe, 
this can be o ving to nothing but what I 
have mentioned, a falfe Idea of what is 
good and d fivable, and a wrong Bent there- 
hy given to the Ruling Paffion, which per- 
Haps will never afterwards be controuled. 

Of two Evils to chufe the leaft, has been 
always thought prudent in common Life ; 
and of two Goods to chufe the greateit, 
mutt always be right on the fime Principle. 
What thall we thnk then of a Man, whofe 
Reding Poffion Mall lead him ftil) contrary to 
this Canon; who of two Evils thal! chu’ 
the greateit, and of two good Things that 

which is leaft defirable ? 

With Refpect to the firft, fuppofe a Gen- 
tleman in fuch a Situation between two Par- 
ties of different Interetts, both his Tenants, 
the one for s/. the cther for soo/. a Year, 
that by doing Juftice he could pleafe and o- 
blige both, and by thewing Partiality, in a 
Cafe, where thee was no Right either to afk 
or expect it, to the five Pounds Tenant, he 
was fure of injuring and irritating him of five 
Hundred Pounds; {uppofing farther, that the 
littl Cottager was tied down by a very long 
Leafe,and the greatk arme was Tenant only at 
Pleafure; would not this Gentleman aét very 
inconfiftently with his true Intereft, if, of 
his own obttinate’ Will, he chofe todo the 
unjuit Favour to the former, and to incur 
the other’s juft, perhaps ruinous Di!pleafure? 

A paraMel Cafe may happen to a Prince, 
with this I have mention’d of a private Gen- 
tleman ; and the Injuftice here will be yet 
more notorious, beraufe more Perfons muft 
be affected by it ; the Imprudence more con- 
ipicuous becaufe more fatalConfequencesmay 
refult trom it. If his Danif Majetty, for In- 
ftance, fhould turn the whole Current of his 
Favour upon the littleGerman County of Ol4- 
énburg, which was the ancient Patrimony of 
his Family, thould we not look upon him as 
acting very injudicioufly with Regard to his 
own Intercft; very unjuftly, I might fay un- 
gratefully, with Regard to the Nation who 
had call’d hisPredeceffors to reign over them? 
Can we fuppote that if his prefent Imperial 
Highnefs ot Refia, who is alfo Duke of 

loificin another Ger man Sovereignty, thould, 
when his Succeifion takes Place. remove the 
Seat of Empire to his Ducal Palace at Kiel, 
tod, like Tiberius in his Cuprea, give Laws 
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to lialf the World from one of the moft in- 
confiderable Piaces in it ; can we fuppote, 
Ifay, that the Rrjfians, tho” Slaves by Birth 
ond Defcent, would bear with Patience the 
remote and iniuiting petty Tyranny? Should 
we think his Cxari/o Majefty prudent, nay, 
fhould we think him in his true Senfes, it 
he attempted to take fuch a Meafure ? 

The leffer Intereft fhould always giveWay 
to the greater, or the greater, in ‘Time, will 
be apt to overbear it. Charles V. the grear 
King of Spain, and the great Duke of Bur- 
gundy was but the /rt/e Emperor of Germany, 
And what was the Confequence 3 his Bro- 
ther Ferdinand, King of the Romans, and 
Adminiftrator of the Empire, came into fo 
much Authority in the Diet, that Chard:, in 
rery Chagrin, it is thought (and a Line above 
quoted intimates as much) out of a Pa/ace 
threw himielf into a Convent ; not with a- 
bated, tho’ with mort:fy'd Pride. 

A Man may transter this Scene to any 
| Jace that occurs to him, the Fact will for 
ever remain true. Churl.s had indeed foms 
Excufe for this Partialty to his hereditary 
Eftates, which other Princes have wanted : 
The Crown of Sparm, with the Addition of 
the Eftates of Burgundy, was infinitely richer 
than the Imperial Crown, fupported by the 
Revenue of the Houfe of Aujria, tho’ the 
latter confer'd the Aighet Dignity : But then 
Charles, as Lfaid before, was but a /tt/e Em- 
peror, tho’ a great King of Spatn and Duke 
of Burgundy, We might in the fame Man- 
ner, fuppofing the other Cates I have pur, 
fee a great Count of Oldenburg, and a great 
Duke of Hoiflein ; but a /ittle King of Den- 
mark, and a very litsl Emperor of Ruffia. 

The Kingdoms of Pruffia and Surdinia are 
indeed quite of another Rank: They confer 
the Royald ile on their refpeCtive Sovereigns, 
but are otherwife far Iefs confiderable than 
the Duchies of Siwoy and Piedmont, and the 
Marquifate of Brandenburg, Here then the 
maniteft Intereft, both of the Governors and 
Governed, preponderates in Behalf of the 
latter, tho’ lefs dignify'd Dominions. But 
thefe, I believe, are the only leparate Kimg- 
dems in the World, I mean Kingdoms inde- 
pendent of other Kingdoms, of which the 
fame may with Truth be affirmed. 

People are ready to blame slexander for 
conforming to the Cuftoms and Manners of 
the Perfians, after he had made himfelf Mat- 
ter of the Per fian Empire; and the Excefs he 
ran to was undoubtedly blameable; But, ab- 
{tracted trom that, the Conformity itfelf-was 
a Proof of his Sagacity, and his Refidence

by which Me ns their Power decreafed with 
their Property, and the Wealth of the pur- 
chafing induitrious Commons was 2ug- 
mented 5 and this furcly was no mean Po- 
licy in that wife King, for it not only deli- 
ver’d him from the Oppofition and Dread 
‘of the Barons, but gave a Power and a 
Weight to the Commons unknown before. 

His Son Henry VIII. increafed the Prero- 
gative. Not content with it as he received iz 
trom his Father, he carry'’d it much higher, 
fo as to make both Houfes of little more 
Conteguence than to regifter his Ediéts ; fo 
that im his Time, the regal Power over- 
balancing the two other Etates, the Coniti- 
tution was again almoit deftroy’d. 

Q. Elizabeth, tho’ the found herfelf pof- 
fefs’d of the fame Power and Prerogative as 
her Father, made a wife and a quite con- 
trary Ule of it ; fhe always, when the found 
the Beam inclining, threw her Weight into 
the weaker Scale; and, as the well knew 
there was no other Path that could guide a 
Prince to real Glory but the Affeétions of 
her People, this one, this great Point the 
improv'd and cultivated with her whole 
Might.

HE Preamble recites the Difturbances, 
which upon the Deceafe of the Empe- 
ror Charles VI. without Male Iffue, arofe in 
Germany, as manifefily tending. to the O- 
verthrow of all Balance in Europe, and ex- 
pofing its Liberty, and that of its Com- 
merce, to the moft evident Danger ; which 
Danger is ftill encreafed by the Conqueft 
which the Kings of Spain and Naples have 
openly undertaken to make of theDominions 
poile(s’d ‘ty the moft ferene Houfe of Au- 
fria in Italy ; after which the reft of Italy 
would no Jonger be able to refift them, and 
all the Coafts of the Mediterrarean Sea would 
be under Subjeétion to one and the fame 
Family. 

Then follows the Provifional Convention 
of Fed 1, 1742.-between the King of Sar- 
dinia, and the Queen of Hungary: In Con- 
fequence of which, the King of Sardinia 
did immediately join a confiderable Body of 
his Troops to thofe of the faid Queen, the 
King of Great Britain having fent a ftrong 
Scuadron to co-operate for the Maintenance 
ot the Liberties of Italy. 


Jie Subfance of the Articles of the pref nt 
Treaty is as follows: 


I. There fhall be, between the King of 
Creat Britain, the Queen of Hungary and 
Bobemia, and the King of Sardinia, a clofe 
Friendthip, and fincere, perpetual, and in- 
violable Alliance ; by Virtue of which they 
thall be obliged to fupport, defend, and fuc- 
cour each other. 

Il, The Allies engage themfelves afreth to 
2 moft exprefs Guaranty of all the King- 
doms, States, Countries, and Dominions, 
which they are now in Poffeffion of, or 
ought to poffefs by Virtue of Treaties. 

111. The King of Sardinia renounces, in 
Favour of the Queen of Hungary, his pre- 
tended Rights upon the State of Milan; and 
engages to guaranty the Pragmatick Sanc- 
tion. 

IV, The King of Sardinia thal! continue 
to concert and execute, jointly with the 
Queen of Hungary and her Generals, all the 
Meafures and Operations which fhall be 
joda’d the moft effectual for keeping off and 
repelling the Invafion now made, or to be 
hereafter made, againft the Dominions of 
the faid Queen. 

V. The Queen of Hungary to augment 
ber Troops in Jia/y to 30,000 effetive Men, 
as foon as the Situation of Affairs in Ger- 
many will permit it, and the King of Sar- 
dima to keep and employ 40,000 Foot, and 
5000 Horfe. 

VI. The King of Sardinia thall have the 
fupreme Command of the Allied Army 
when he fhali be there in Perfon, and thal} 





regulate the military Motions and Operati. 
ons of it in Concert with the Q..of Hungary, 

VII. As long as it fhall be neceffary to- 
wards favouring and feconding thofe Opera- 
tions, the King of Great Britain engages to 
keep in the Mediterranean Sea a ftrong Squa- 
dron of Ships of War, and Bomb Veffels 


A and Fire-fhips. 


Vill. The King of Great Britain engages 
to furnith to theKing of Sardinia, for as long 
as the War, and theOccafion for it fhall con- 
tinue, a Subfidy of 200,000/. Sterling per An- 
num, to be paid eyery three Months, and ta 
commence from Feb. 1, 1742, New Stile; 
provided however,that what hall have been 
advanced to him, before the Signature of the 
prefent Treaty, fhall be reckon’d into it. 

IX. The Queen of Hungary yields, and 
transfers, to the King of Sardinia, to be 
united to his otherDominions, the Diftrié of 
Vigevano, called the Vigewenafco, the Part of 
the Duchy of Pavia, which is between the 
Po and the Tiefin, except only, the Ifland 
formed by the Canal over againtt the City of 
Pavia, which fhall be referved to the Queen; 
moreover,that otherPart of theDuchy of Pa- 
via; called the Pavefe, beyonti the Po, Bebtio, 
and its Territories being reckon'd into it, the 
City of Platfaxce, with that Part of the Duchy 
of Placentia which is between the Pave/an, 
and as far as the Bed of the River Wurz, 
from its Source quite to the Po: Laftly, That 
Part of the County of Anghiera, or of the 
State of Milan, which borders upon the No- 
varefe, the Valley of Sefia, the Great Alps, 
and the Country ef Vallais extending to the 
Swifs Prefe€tures of Vall Maggia and Locar- 
no, and along the Banks of, and in the La- 
go Maggiore, to the Middle of the faid Lake. 

X. As it is of Importance to the publick 
Caufe that the King of Sardinia fhould have 
an immedJate Communication of his Domi- 
nious with the Sea, and with the maritime 
Powers, the Queen of Hungary and Bobcmia, 
yields to him all her Rights to the Town and 
Marquifate of Final, ia the juft Expe&ation, 
that the Republick of Genoa will facilitate, as 
far as fhall be neceffary, a Difpofition fo in- 
difpenfably requifite for the Liberty and Secu- 
rity of Italy, in Confideration of the Sum, 
which fhall be found to be due to the faid 
Republick, without the King of Sardinia, of 
the Queen of Hungary being obliged to con- 
tribute to the Payment of the faid Sum; pro- 
vided always, that the Town of Final beand 
remain for ever a Free Port, as is Legborr. 

XI. The King of Great Britain, the Queen

There happened, on the1r7th of laftMonth 
a.vety furprifing Phenomenon atCarzhugenz, 
in Old Spain.

The four leffer Balls broke 
each with a Thunder-Clap, but nothing near 
fo loud as the firft, It was very remarkable, 
that, during the whole Time of this Ap- 
pearance, the Sky was perfectly ferene, and 
the Stars thone very bright.

Spain, yet aa Attack from Prujia would by 
that Treaty be a Ca/us Farderis; and therefore 
if Prujfia gives any.

By the Jaft Accounts from France, dated 
Far. 24, N. S. the Bref Squadron, under 
Monfieur Du PBarail failed the 15th Inftant, 
as it:is ‘now faid, for the Wef- Indies; and ~ 
the combined Fleet of Frante and Spain failed 
from Tiulon the 22d Inftant, with 15000 
Land Forces on beard for J¢a/y; but both thefe 
Accounts may perhaps be contradiéted by the 
next Mail, efpetially the latter, which does 
not feem probable, not only on account of its 
being impoffible to tran{mit the News of their 
failing im two Days Time to Paris, but.on ac- 
count of Admiral Mathews’s being io their 
Way, whi has collected ald his Ships together 
at. the Fiseres, in oyder to give them a proper 
Salute in paffing, which he will certainly do, 
if Care has been taken to have'true Intelli- — 
gence of the Enemy’s Force,»and to provide 
him with a fufficient Number of Ships.
